Memorial to VC 
hero, lost at 22

A NEW memorial stone 
has been unveiled in 
tribute to a Stepney 
soldier who received the 
Victoria Cross in the First 
World War. 

Corporal Alfred Drake 
received Britain's highest mili- 
tary award for bravery in the 
armed forces for sacrificing his 
own life to save an officer. 

Organised by the council, 
the ceremony on November 23 
was attended by members of 
Cpl Drake's family, children 
from Ben Jonson School, 
which Cpl Drake attended, 
and representatives of his 
regiment, the Rifles. 

On the night of November 
23, 1915, near La Brique in 
France, Cpl Drake's patrol came 
under heavy machine-gun fire, 
wounding a fellow soldier and 
the patrol's commander. 

Cpl Drake was last seen at- 
tending to the officer's wounds 
- the officer, Lieutenant Henry 
Tryon, was later recovered 
unconscious but alive. 

Cpl Drake was awarded his 
VC that same day and interred 
in La Brique military cemetery. 
He was 22 years old. 

Cpl Drake joins Cpl Issy 
Smith and Lt Geoffrey Woolley 
as two other First World War 
Victoria Cross recipients from 
Tower Hamlets, whose com- 
memorative stones were laid 
in Ropewalk Gardens and 
Bethnal Green Gardens. 

Around 20 soldiers and offi- 
cers from the Rifles attended 
the ceremony, which was ad- 
dressed by Brigadier-General 
Rob Thomson and the Speaker 
of Tower Hamlets Council, 
Abdul Chunu Mukit MBE. 

Following a few words from 
the family and children from 


Ben Jonson School, a bugler 
sounded the Last Post and the 
stone was unveiled. 

The family were presented 
with an illustrated commem- 
orative book of photographs 
and historic documents relat- 
ing to Cpl Drake's life, pro- 
duced by pupils and teachers. 

Cllr Asma Begum, cabinet 
member for culture, said: 
"With all the millions of lives 
lost in the First World War, it's 
all too easy to forget so many 
of the human stories of 
courage and tragedy. 


"The memorial stones help 
us remember specific stories 
from our local community." 

Brigadier Thompson said: 
"It's a great privilege for us to 
be here to commemorate the 
heroic service and sacrifice of 
Cpl Drake. 

"I think he would have 
been really touched to know 
so many serving soldiers came 
to show their respects." 

Jean Ratcliffe, a member of 
Cpl Drake's family, said: "The 
afternoon has been fantastic. 

"It's been a real honour to 


be part of the ceremony and 
see the stone unveiled. 

"It's been lovely to see the 
children so involved at Ben 
Jonson School and we really 
want to thank everyone who's 
contributed to making this 
afternoon." 

Monica Forty, Ben Jonson 
head teacher, added: "Alfred 
Drake died 100 years ago 
but the legacy he left is 
timeless and we have a lot to 
learn from the lesson he's 
taught us about courage, love 
and service."

Owner fined £1,000 over 
takeaway cockroach plague

THE owner of a fast food 
outlet has been fined 
£1,000 after his shop was 
found to be infested with 
cockroaches. 

During a routine inspection 
at Fab Fried Chicken in 
Whitechapel in July 2014, the 
council's environmental health 
team found cockroaches and 


nymphs running along the 
floor, walls, food containers and 
in cupboards. 

Nymphs are young inverte- 
brate - they look identical to 
adult insects but smaller. 

Nymphs, cockroaches and 
their droppings were also found 
behind fridges at the store. 
Dead insects and cockroach 
shells were discovered next to 
the food storage area. 


Rats were found above the 
premises, furniture was smoth- 
ered with rat hair and a hole in 
the skirting board had been 
bored by vermin. 

An empty food container and 
carpet had been gnawed by 
rats and a dead rodent was 
found next door to the kitchen. 

Director Mohammed Abdul 
Basit, 51, of Woodyates Road, 
Lewisham, pleaded guility to five 


offences under Regulation 19 
of Food Safety and Hygiene 
(England) Regulations 2013 at 
Thames Magistrates' Court on 
November 5. 

Basit was fined £1,000 for the 
hygiene breaches, and ordered 
to pay £1,000 costs and a £60 
victim surcharge. 

Cllr Ayas Miah, cabinet mem- 
ber for environment, said: "The 
council take breaches of food 


safety very seriously, especial- 
ly when they are extreme 
cases such as this. 

"We remind all food retailers 
of the importance of hygiene, 
and will take enforcement ac- 
tion when retailers are in breach 
of the law.''

Fish Island parking changes 


FOLLOWING concerns 
about traffic, parking and 
road safety, Bow’s Fish 
Island will be a controlled 
parking zone from 
Monday, December 14. 

Letters have been hand de- 
livered to residents and local 
businesses, explaining the 
scheme. The restrictions are 
considered necessary because 
on-street parking has increased 
and is expected to continue to 
grow, due to new developments. 

The zone will operate from 
Monday to Saturday, 8.30am- 


7.30pm. During these times, 
motorists wishing to park will 
need to display a valid permit, 
such as an on-street resident 
parking permit or visitor scratch 
card, or pay for parking. 

Until January 11, 2016 the 
council will issue warning no- 
tices to vehicles not displaying 
a permit. After that date, penal- 
ty charge notices will be issued.

Off licence fined £1,550 for selling counterfeit wine

AN off licence in Bethnal 
Green has been penalised 
for selling bottles of coun- 
terfeit Jacob’s Creek wine. 

The owner of Ai Brady News 
on Brady Street was fined £1,550 
in a hearing at Thames Magis- 
trates' Court in October. 

A visit by council officers, 
alongside the Metropolitan 
Police and Tower Hamlets 
Homes, uncovered the offend- 
ing items in September 2014. 

The visit was part of a 
planned operation with the 
aim of targeting anti-social 


behaviour (ASB) issues, includ- 
ing underage drinking, on the 
Collingwood estate. 

At a later date Pernod Ricard, 
the trademark representative for 
Jacob's Creek, examined the 
bottles of wine and confirmed 
that they were counterfeit. 

Abdul Rab, 53, of Woodlands 
Road, Ilford, pleaded guilty to 
two charges under the Trade 
Marks Act 1994 and was fined 
£165 for each offence and or- 
dered to pay £1,200 in costs and 
a victim surcharge of £20. 

The court also granted a for- 
feiture and destruction order for 
the eight bottles of wine seized. 


Cllr Shiria Khatun, deputy 
mayor and cabinet member 
for community safety, said: 

'Actions have consequences 
and this large fine should act as 
a warning to other outlets op- 
erating in Tower Hamlets. 

"The vast majority of licen- 
sed premises are responsible, 
but some business owners 
think they can operate above 
the law."

Meeting needs 


THE government’s annual 
spending plans have been 
announced and it’s not 
good news for the council. 

This may, of course, not affect 
you much but if you are one of 
our more vulnerable residents, 
it may. And if you worry about 
those environmental schemes, 
or day-to-day services like parks, 
street lighting or street-clean- 
ing, it will get harder for us to 
do all the things to the standards 
you expect. But we will try. 

As an example, to make our 
case, I have written to the 
government urging them to 
keep funding for discretionary 
housing payments and local 
welfare provision for at least an- 
other year. We use this support, 
coupled with council funds, to 
help residents affected by wel- 
fare reform, which has includ- 
ed assistance with skills and 
employment and access to cri- 
sis grants. It's vital such support 
remains. With funding cuts we 
may have to reduce payments. 

The Joseph Rowntree Foun- 
dation commended the council's 
efforts to provide support to 
residents during the rollout of 
welfare reform. We need to get 
people who can into work but 
the new rules mean that grow- 
ing numbers of people will have 
trouble affording to live here. 

The charity praised our 
collaborative approach, working 
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with housing providers, advice 
agencies, local food banks and 
council teams to prepare 
residents for the impact of 
welfare reform and it will be 
sad to see all that hard work 
destroyed due to further cuts. 

As Christmas approaches I 
am encouraging residents and 
visitors to shop locally. Celebrate 
Small Business Saturday on 
December 5 at Whitechapel Mar- 
ket with street performers, mu- 
sicians and a children's choir. 

Finally, we're continuing to 
make sure your voices are 
listened to. An online survey 
has been developed to assess the 
council's methods of engage- 
ment and consultation, which 
you can find on our website. 

By next year, we'll be able to 
support community leadership 
and respond to your views 
better than ever.

Lucky fire escape 


A FAMILY in Mile End 
escaped from a fire in a 
block of flats after 999 
control officers gave vital 
fire survival guidance that 
helped them keep safe. 

The Fire Brigade was called to 
a blaze in a storeroom on the 
ground floor of the block on 
Wentworth Mews, Mile End at 
about 8.30am on Thursday, 
November 26. 

Call handlers gave life-saving 
advice over the phone which 
included telling the family 
of five to put bedding down 
by the bottom of the door 
and stand by an open window 


Firefighters wearing breath- 
ing apparatus arrived and led 
the three adults and two chil- 
dren to safety from the flat. 

A further two adults and a 
child were also led to safety by 
fire crews from another flat. 

Forty-three residents evacu- 
ated before the Brigade arrived. 
And residents were allowed 
back into their properties once 
it was safe to do so. 

Firefighters from Bethnal 
Green, Shadwell, Stratford and 
Homertonfire stations attend- 
ed the blaze. 

The cause of the fire is 
under investigation.

Every Satur- 
day morning, he is at Mile End 
Stadium training with his 
fellow wheelchair racers.

“I am the most active among 
my friends,” said Aminul. 

Doing wheelchair racing has 
built his upper body - and the 
extra strength he has gained 
helps him to get around using 
a single walker. Aminul can 
also be found at the gym at Mile 
End Park Leisure Centre. 

Aminul has a long-term aim 
to represent his country at the 
2020 Paralympic Games in 
Tokyo. He has a huge passion for 
Japanese culture - from anime 
to J Pop. He hopes his two pas- 
sions can merge in 2020. 

"You should not be discour- 
aged by your disability,” he 
said. "There are plenty of sports 
and opportunities out there if 
you're willing to look. 

"If one part of your body is 
shut down, another can be up. 
I've worked my arms, shoulders 
and core in the gym to com- 
pensate for lack of use of my legs.” 

Sheila Pobee is another per- 
son who has been heavily 
involved in sport and physical 


activity. She is in her mid-20s 
and a keen sports woman. 

She has always been pas- 
sionate about sport. When she 
was at Morpeth School, she 
competed for the borough in the 
London Youth Games' disabil- 
ity athletics event. 

She has recently started 
wheelchair racing. Prior to that, 
she was an active swimmer at 
Mile End Park Leisure Centre. But 
her absolute favourite is athletics 
and boosts her athletic prowess 
by going to the gym. 

Sport is a huge part of Sheila's 
life. In 2006, she had a serious 
hip injury, which needed 
surgery. Since then, she has 
been less mobile. But this 
hasn't stopped her - and she 
recently became a Para 
Legacy Agent by successfully 
completing a course run by 
Motivate East. This means she 
volunteers her time to inspire 
and support disabled people 
to participate in sport and 
physical activity. 

"My ambition in life is to 
help people be healthy, whether 
disabled or not. Using what I 
have achieved on my course 
will help me do that.”

To help make sure that as 
many children are vaccinated 
as possible, walk-in sessions 
are being offered by Compass 
Wellbeing every Saturday 
morning between 9.30am and 
1pm, at Steels Lane Health 
Centre, 384-398 Commercial 
Road, Ei until December 19. 
No appointment is needed. 

Getting vaccinated is 
important as flu can be very 
unpleasant for children and 
stop them going to school. 
They have the same symptoms 
as adults - including fever, 
chills and aching muscles 
lasting a week or more. 

The nasal spray will help 
to protect your child from 
getting flu and it also helps 
to stop the disease spreading 
from them to their family, and 
to the wider community.

The event, part of Alcohol 
Awareness Week, was a joint 
celebration between two 
community based programmes 
for substance misuse - Tower 
Hamlets Community Alcohol 
Team and the Island Day 
Project community drug pro- 
gramme, both of which are 
funded by the council. 

The day was aimed at tack- 
ling the stigma around alcohol 
and addiction, not just for the 
addict themselves but for their 
family members. One and a 
half million people in the UK are 
estimated to be affected by a 
loved-one's addiction, with 
families often seen as being 
held to blame. 

Jason, whose father experi- 
enced problems with alcohol, 
spoke at the event about how 
it can affect not just those 
who face addiction, but also 
their families. 

'As a child of someone who 
stmggled with alcohol, I am only 
too aware of the stigma around 
it," Jason said. 

"That's why I wanted to come 
today, and speak out about 
my experiences. 

"It was a real honour to share 
the stage with those who have 
worked so hard to turn their 
own lives around and tackle 
their addictions. 

'These projects are brilliant - 
not only because of the incred- 
ible transformation it can help 
bring for those struggling with 
drink or drugs, but because of 
the support and understanding 
there is for families too." 

People from the borough 
who have been supported 
by anti- addiction programmes 
spoke about how the services 
had helped them turn their 
lives around and tackle 
their issues. 

Family members of people 
with alcohol issues spoke too, 
sharing how the support 
groups available via the 
community team had helped 
them cope with the difficulties 
they faced.

Rebel teacher returns 
as a local poetry hero

CHRIS Searle, who was 
sacked from his role as 
a student teacher for 
publishing a collection of 
his pupils’ poems, returned 
to his former Stepney 
stomping ground. 

Chris was joined by BBC 
Radio 4 broadcaster Alan Dein 
at the Local History Library and 
Archives in Mile End on No- 
vember 12, as part of the Globe 
Road Poetry Festival. 

In 1973, Chris was working at 
Sir John Cass School and want- 
ed to publish a book of his 


pupils' poems. The headmaster, 
after initial agreement, refused. 

With support from the Bish- 
op of Stepney and union leader 
Jack Dash, he raised £2 00 to 
print the book - Stepney Words. 

In response the school's 
governors sacked him and 100 
east London head teachers 
announced he would not find 
employment anywhere else. 

More than 500 Sir John Cass 
pupils went on strike, refused to 
attend classes and marched to 
Trafalgar Square with banners 
demanding his reinstatement. 

They made local and 
national news and a Stepney 


woman, whom the press 
claimed had been knocked 
down by demonstrators, came 
out in support of the teenagers. 

The pupils wrote Chris a 
poem and daubed 'if he goes, we 
go' on the school's walls. Two 
years and one court case later, 
he was finally reinstated. 

Chris went on to publish oth- 
er books of pupils' poems and 
campaigned against apartheid. 

He went on to train teachers 
overseas, became an adviser 
on multicultural education - and 
went on to be a headmaster. 

Many of his pupils carried on 
writing poetry. 


The Basement Writers was a 
pioneering community arts 
group formed in Stepney by 
some of them in the basement 
of St George's Town Hall in Ca- 
ble Street. 

They used the proceeds of 
Stepney Words to publish more 
work - which helped kickstart 
a movement of community- 
based publishing and poetry 
readings. 

Chris was joined by former 
Basement Writers, who read 
from Stepney Words and their 
later work. For some it was the 
first time they had seen their old 
schoolmates in decades.

He added the survivors were 
the last representatives of 
"Britain's finest hour".

Born to perform... but 
not with her given name 


GEORGIA BROWN 


STAR OF THE ORIGINAL BROADWAY CAST OF OLIVER!

THERE’S a long tradition of 
Jewish would-be stars changing 
their names in order to make it 
in showbusiness. 

Sometimes it was to give the audiences 
more of a chance with a tricky foreign name 
- step forward Issur Danielovitch Demsky, 
who became the more user-friendly Kirk 
Douglas, Laszlo Lowenstein, who renamed 
himself Peter Lorre and Asa Yoelson, who 
found fame as A 1 Jolson. 

Sometimes it was to give a Jewish per- 
former a more acceptable name... after all 
nobody should really have difficulty pro- 
nouncing Melvin Kaminsky (Mel Brooks) 
or Solomon Cohen (Sid James). 

And very often it was simply that a name 
wasn't perceived as showbiz enough - 
perhaps Hedwig Kiesler and Betty Perske 
don't have quite the glamour of Hedy 
Lamarr and Lauren Bacall. 

So for the singer Lillian Klot, born in 
Whitechapel in 1933, there was really no 
debate. And she would certainly have 
been advised by the East End managers and 
impresarios of the day such as Bomch Wino- 
gradsky (Bernard Delfont) that something 
more album cover friendly was required. 

Thus was (re)born Georgia Brown, the 
powerfully voiced chanteuse co-opting 
two of her favourite songs (Sweet Georgia 
Brown and Georgia On My Mind) for her 
new stage moniker. 

Lillian Claire Laizer Getel Klot had a child- 
hood typical of thousands in 1930s 
Whitechapel, being born at the end of the 
huge influx of Eastern European Jews into 
the East End. She was part of a large and 
extended clan, her father working in a tex- 
tile factory and as a bookmaker. 

The young Lily was a bright child, pass- 
ing her 11-plus and going on to one of the 
East End's oldest schools, the Central Foun- 
dation Grammar. Her early years, like 
those of so many others, were interrupt- 
ed when she was evacuated to the safety 
of Wales during the Second World War. 

From early on, Lily had her eyes on the 
stage and, with a powerful and expressive 
voice, she soon found work, both in the West 
End and in the burgeoning supper club 
scene of the 1950s. 

Early on, she was in a vocal quartet with 
the singer Annie Ross, but soon went solo, 
signing a recording contract with Decca 
Records. Her first three singles were flops 


though and, in 1955, she moved into mu- 
sical theatre. 

The Jewish culture of both the East End 
and Eastern Europe was intimately inter- 
twined with music and theatre. An early 
break for Brown was in Bernard Delfont's 
Folies Bergeres at the Prince of Wales 
Theatre in Coventry Street. 

Next she would play Lucy in the 1956 
West End revival of Bertolt Brecht and Kurt 
Weill's The Threepenny Opera at Chelsea's 
Royal Court... a role she would reprise the 
following year in the hugely successful off- 
Broadway production. 

But the East End connection would 
really click when she won a key role in a 
piece written by the wunderkid of London 
theatre. When Brown came in to audition 
for the role of Nancy in the musical, Oliv- 
er!, the show's writer, Lionel Bart, recognised 
his childhood neighbour from Whitechapel. 
"Lily Klot!'' he cried, and Georgia laughingly 
corrected him. 

But it was Brown's powerful, dark-brown 
voice that won her the part. More than that, 
she made the part her own, with Bart pen- 
ning new numbers specifically written with 
Georgia in mind, including It's A Fine Life 


and As Long As He Needs Me (the painful 
lament of a battered spouse). 

Oliver! was a huge hit and again Geor- 
gia proved herself the equal of any Amer- 
ican musical stars, reprising Nancy in the 
hit 1963 Broadway production of the show. 
It's her voice you'll hear on the original West 
End and Broadway cast recordings. 

Music was changing fast, and Brown 
found herself caught up in the generational 
shift as the British invaded America. On 
February 9, 1964 she appeared on the Ed 
Sullivan Show with Davy Jones (before his 
days in The Monkees), performing two 
scenes from the show. That same night, a 
British band called The Beatles made their 
debut on America's biggest TV variety show. 

Showbiz is a brutal affair though, and 
when the film of Oliver! appeared, it was 
Georgia's friend, Shani Wallis, in the role of 
Nancy. Wallis probably added more nuance 
and vulnerability - Brown's was perhaps 
a voice honed for the stage and projection, 
but many felt that she would have brought 
a depth of emotion to the movie. 

The show must go on though and, after 
a shift in Bart's less-successful Maggie May 
in 1965, Georgia focused on film work for

the next decade. It was back to the East End 
first, playing a singer in A Study in Terror 
(a less than historically accurate take on the 
Jack the Ripper tale, starring Donald Hous- 
ton as Sherlock Holmes, Judy Dench and 
Shoreditch's own Barbara Windsor). 

In The Fixer, a story of a blood libel among 
Jews living in the Russian Empire, she played 
Marfa Golov (Alan Bates was nominated 
for an Oscar in the leading role). In the 
bawdy, sub-Tom Jones romp, Lock Up Your 
Daughters, she played Nell. And in Bryan 
Forbes's The Raging Moon she was nomi- 
nated for a Bafta. 

Brown was also a fixture on 1970s' TV, ap- 
pearing in the BBC's acclaimed adaptation 
of Jean-Paul Sartre's The Roads To Freedom 
(for which she also sang the theme song), 
playing a Bloomsbury radical in Upstairs, 
Downstairs, and she was back in the East 
End again, playing music hall singer Marie 
Lloyd in 1972 series The Edwardians. 

But like many a female performer before 
and since, Georgia was frustrated by the 
lack of good parts for women in TV, and 
complained to the BBC. Such was her 
standing that the BBC simply told her to 
identify a series she wanted to be in. 

Brown and script editor Midge Macken- 
zie devised a drama charting the struggle 
for women's suffrage at the turn of the cen- 
tury. The programme got the nod - and was 
promptly turned over to male writers, 
who penned the scripts. By now legendary 
producer Verity Lambert was aboard, and 
the three women spent their time carefully 
picking out the misogynist inaccuracies 
from the scripts ("the male point of view'' 
as Brown scathingly referred to it). 

Shoulder to Shoulder went out in six parts 
in 1974, with Brown singing the theme song 
and playing working class activist Annie 
Kenney; Sian Phillips and Angela Down 
played Emmeline and Sylvia Pankhurst. 

From the late Seventies on, Brown 
was based in the US, but moving between 
Broadway and the West End and was 
nominated for a Tony for her role as 
Mrs Peachum in the 1989 revival of The 
Threepenny Opera. 

She also cut successful albums of her 
favourite composers, such as Kurt Weill and 
Gershwin and became a hit on American 
TV, getting an Emmy nomination for her 
part as Carla's spiritual adviser, Madame 
Lazora, in Cheers, and playing Wort's moth- 
er in Star Trek: The Next Generation. 

It was a prolific and varied career but not 
a long one. In 1992, Georgia flew back to 
London to appear on a bill for a tribute to 
Sammy Davis Jr at the Drury Lane Theatre. 

Before the show opened, she became ill 
and was rushed to Charing Cross Hospital 
for emergency intestinal surgery. She died 
of complications at just 58. She was flown 
back to her adopted home of California, to 
be buried at the Mount Sinai cemetery.

JAVAD Iqbal’s Whitechapel Market 
stall goes back almost 20 years, 
with customers visiting him to 
pick up a colourful scarf, dress or top 
- all at reasonable prices. 

He is proud to have served generations of 
the local community, but also welcomes 
customers from all over London. 

“I've just served a lady from Ilford, 
who was visiting family at the hospital," 
he said. 

In fact, the history of the Royal London 
Hospital and the market go hand in hand 
and, for years, stallholders have been 
selling their goods to doctors, nurses, 
hospital staff, patients and visitors. 

During his time, Javad has already seen 
lots of change taking place in the area, 
which has become increasingly popular 
with people drawn to Whitechapel by the 
universities, and the popular cultural and 
artistic scene. 

Despite the changes, and with more to 
come, Javad remains positive about the 
future of the market and the area. 

“We know that, in the next few years, the 
local population will increase by three 
times and the City continues to grow towards 
us here," he said.

He said: “We opened the 
business here three years ago and really work 
hard to serve our local customers. 

“We are well placed, being so close to the 
hospital and also all the universities, so we 
make sure we offer discounts to students 
and NHS staff which they appreciate." 

In an area which is world famous for the 
number of curry restaurants, El's 
traditional English and European cafe 
menu offers a popular alternative. 

So students, nurses, hospital 
consultants and locals flock 
to the restaurant for an 
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Ei Reastaurant on New Road serves up a popular fry-up for locals

ONE of the new kids on the block is 
MOUSE TAIL COFFEE, positioned just a 
few steps away from Whitechapel 
station in what was a former 
fruit and veg shop. 

The cafe, which opened 
in April, is attractively 
designed with hard 
woods, exposed brick- 
work, vintage benches 
and a black and white 
mural covering the walls. 

For coffee connoisseurs, 
“mouse tail” is barista slang 
to describe how the fine 
streams of espresso should 
■’ : look when making the 
■>/ perfect coffee. 

M As well as brewing their 
own coffee, most of the food 
on offer is homemade and in- 
V eludes sandwiches, pastries, 
salads and cakes. 

Kristel Parts was until 
V recently the daily manager of 
the cafe and now works with her 
\ partner, Margus, helping to 
run the wider business which 
includes a small coffee van 


at Canada Water and VW Camper van near 
West India Quay. 

In addition to this, they have a coffee 
roasting business in Hackney, which sells 
to other businesses and over the counter 
to the public. 

Kristel, who came to London from 
Estonia six years ago, has a background in 
hospitality and, after a year-long search, 
Mouse Tail found its perfect coffee shop site 
in Whitechapel. 

“We have such a great location and 
welcome all sorts of people from the local 
market guys, trendy hipsters, doctors, 
teachers and elderly people too,” she said. 

“Being in Whitechapel offers a large 
footfall of customers and we're so lucky to 
be so close to the station, local schools and 
such a big hospital too.” 

Opening from seven in the morning 
usually sees a mixture of market traders, 
commuters and hospital workers grabbing 
a coffee at the end of their night shifts. 

The first six months have already been re- 
ally busy for the cafe but, as Kristel said: “Busy 
is good. There's a really good relationship with 
all the traders and everyone's been really 
warm, welcoming and we help each other.” 

Like all the businesses, Mouse Tail expects 
to grow further with the opening of 
Crossrail and new homes being built. 

“The change is not happening overnight, 
but it is really positive and will boost all 
businesses - not just the new ones,” she said. 

Customer Raisah Umarjee, a teacher from 
Newham, is visiting a friend. Suffering 
with a cold, she ordered herself a concoction 
of juices, which included carrot, orange, 
ginger, lemon and lime. 

“This is to beat the cold,” she said. 

“And it's really good.” 


Small business Saturday 

HOT food, community stalls, musicians, street 
performers and a children’s choir will join traders at 
Whitechapel Market on December 5, from 11.30am 
to 4.30pm, to mark Small Business Saturday. 

While the main event is in Whitechapel, the council is 
working with small businesses to encourage people to 
#shoptowerhamlets at all of the borough's markets, centres 
and high streets. 

The Whitechapel event follows the announcement of plans 
for the area including building 3,500 new homes over ten years 
and 5,000 jobs, many of which will be provided by the 
council's new civic hub at the former Royal London Hospital. 

The Whitechapel Vision regeneration scheme has ensured 
dedicated space for small and local businesses as part of the 
plan, along with other plans to facilitate the growth of 
London's 'Tech City' in Shoreditch.

National treasure 

Roy Hudd OBE 

is making his 
debut as a panto 
dame this 
Christmas, after 
59 years treading 
the boards. 
Jacqueline 
Haxthill went 
to meet him. 

“PANTOMIME has got to 
be for the kids,” says Roy 
Hudd, star of Wilton’s Mu- 
sic Hall’s first-ever panto. 

Written by and starring the 
comedian, music hall aficiona- 
do and all-round national trea- 
sure, Dick Whittington and His 
Cat is a nod to panto tradition. 

“Panto should always be 
brought up-to-date,” explains 
Roy. “It is traditional in that 
it's a traditional storyline, the 
characters are all there, but it's 
up-to-date with topical gags. 

“But I never adapt anything 
in panto for adults - it has to be 
for the kids. I have one rule and 
that is, when it comes to pan- 
to I ask: 'Would Laurel and 
Hardy have done that?' If the an- 
swer is no, then it doesn't go in. 

“Grown-ups and children all 
laugh at Laurel and Hardy so, 
when it comes to panto, if you 
can make the kids laugh then 
the mums and dads laugh too. 


The number one rule is, play it 
for children.” 

The production is directed 
by Debbie Flitcroft, Roy's wife. 
Although this will be Debbie's 
14th year in pantomime, it is the 
first time that she has directed 
her husband. 

“She is a hard task master but 
that is fair enough because we 
don't have a lot of time to put 
together what is, in effect, a 
full-scale musical, which is what 
panto is,” Roy says. 

“The layout of Wiltons is also 
challenging but we've got a 


really good designer, Mark Hin- 
ton. He is such a clever fellow 
and has been really inventive. 

“When people see the panto, 
I hope they say, what a marvel- 
lous use of this unique building.' 
This is a music hall, not a prop- 
er theatre, but I think it is going 
to be interesting and magical.” 

In a career that spans 59 
years, this will be the first time 
that Roy has played the role of 
panto dame. 

“I only said yes to appearing 
if I could play the dame,” he 
laughs. 


“The best dame I ever saw and 
worked with was Jack Tripp. 
We worked together as moth- 
er and son in around 14 pantos, 
that's how long ago it was! He 
was fabulous. 

“Jack played the role like a 
real mum. He was so inventive, 
he'd been in the business 
since he was 12 and knew all the 
old routines.” 

Roy is thrilled to be appear- 
ing at Wilton's. “This is such an 
important place, I love it, it is part 
of the heritage of this country,” 
he enthuses. 


“If we can bring things here 
like panto, opera and ballet, it 
opens the venue up to everyone. 
What makes Wilton's work is all 
the different types of shows ap- 
pealing to different audiences.” 

Roy has had a varied career 
on stage, film and television. He 
won an Olivier Award for best 
actor in a musical, for his 
portrayal of Bud Flanagan in 
Underneath the Arches in 1982 
and was awarded an OBE in the 
2004 New Year's Honours list. 

He is a prolific writer and has 
written books on music hall, pan- 


tomime, jokes and his autobi- 
ography, A Fart in a Colander, so 
called because it is how his 
grandmother said he behaved. 

“I'm always looking for a way 
out and to do other things and 
that's how she described it!”

Eating out, eating in 


Winter- warmer food in 
a cosy cafe... let it snow!

IN search of somewhere 
to escape the cold, 
mizzly advent of winter 
proper, I come across 
Jonestown cafe. 

And what a feast I had, 
overlooking the wet and 
windy scenes of bustling Beth- 
nal Green Road. 

When facing the greyest Lon- 
don day I am always uplifted by 
anything toasting-related and 
a really good latte. Jonestown 
ticks both boxes and also does 
a selection of good salads and 
breakfasts to take away. 

I've got the vibe that this is 
one of those cafes that is re- 
stricted in its offering due to its 
licence. Heat is gained through 
toasting and soups, but I'm 
sensing an absence of a kitchen 
per se. Always a shame as its 
hands will be tied on how cre- 
ative it can be in its offering. 

It does its best though, given 
these restrictions, and the menu 
is bursting with exotic 
smoothies and a full range of 
coffees (including piccolo and 
macchiato - oh my). 

My leek and potato soup was

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The weather outside may be frightful, but Jonestown really is delightful 


definitely homemade and pret- 
ty scrumptious. My tuna melt 
had added dimension from 
caramelised onions and a 
generous serving of crisps. 
Coffees were also excellent. 

My lunch partner's tuna 
nicoise baguette was gener- 
ous in filling and served on 
artisan bread. Sides of 
beetroot salad and a berry 
mix were equally generous and 


left him feeling in rude health. 

Anywhere that serves Divine 
fairtrade chocolate also gets my 
vote, and nicely finished off a 
satisfying lunch on the hop. 

The ambience is warm and 
inviting, with a quirky interior 
involving infinity mirrors and 
the ubiquitous filament bulbs. 

Why go to a chain when you 
can lunch in style and in an 
abode with real character? 


The service was delightful, 
adding a warm welcome to 
the comfort-food menu. I left 
the joint feeling like the 
Readybrek kid with his inherent 
glowing aura.

Halouixii and chorizo breakfast 
in warm tortilla - serves 2 


Ingredients 

200g haloumi cheese, cut 
into strips 
200g chorizo, skin/ 
wrapping removed and 
cut into cubes 
300g medium potatoes, 
peeled and diced 
2-4 tortilla wraps 


2 fried eggs 

1 medium tomato, seeded 
and diced 

1 medium red onion, 
chopped 

Handful of coriander 
leaves, chopped 
Sriracha or hot sauce 
to serve 


Method 

1. On a lightly oiled hot pan, fry 
the haloumi cheese for two 
minutes on each side. 

2. Remove the cheese and, in the 
same pan, cook the chorizo. 
Once it starts colouring the 
pan, put in the potatoes and fry 
until cooked. Once the potatoes 
are soft, put in the haloumi 


cheese and cook for another 
two minutes. 

3. To make your salsa, 
combine the tomatoes, onions 
and coriander. 

4. Divide the chorizo mix on the 
tortillas, then top with the 
fried eggs and spoon some 
salsa on top. 

5. Serve with hot sauce if desired.
